Polymeric fibres are prepd. by first prepg. an emulsion contg. a 
soln. of the polymer in an org. liquid as the continuous phase and 
water droplets as the dispersion phase and then extruding the emulsion 
through a nozzle from a region of high to one of low pressure to cause 
instantaneous evapn. of the polymer. The fibres are used for producing 
synthetic paper and non-woven webs. 

They have higher specific surface area, better dripping 
characteristics and mech. strength compared to similar prior art prods, 
formed from oil-in-water emulsions. 
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
